By George R. Lingle, 
Cinton, Mo., March IO.—I became 
an apprentice in the office of tho 
Southwest Democrat, at Warsaw, Ben­ 
ton county, Mo., March 6, 1854—sixty 
years ago, long and eventful. 
It wag 
a six-column folio, issued every Thurs­ 
day, subscription price, $2 per year, 
and democratic in politics. 
Mark L. 
Means, a leading attorney, was edi­ 
tor; Thomas RL Murray and John H. 
Iieach, 
proprietors. 
Tho 
Democrat 
was the successor to the Democratic 
Review, 
published 
by 
Lemuel 
J. 
Ritchey and Ewen Cameron. 
Later 
Mr. Ritchey established the first pa­ 
lier in Bolivar, Polk county, Alo. 
Air. 
Cameron was long identified with the 
country press in its 
early 
history, 
both at Osceola and Pleasant Hill, 
CasS county, Mo. 
For tho first few* years the press 
and material in tho Democrat office 
was of a rather primitive character, 
but later a new Washington hand 
prejss and job press was purchased 
and its size increased . Reaching a 
circulation/of about 2,000, an Adams 
press 
was 
purchased 
about 
1858, 
which had been rebuilt in the peni­ 
tentiary 
shops 
at 
Jefferson 
City. 
Charles H. Miller, then foreman, said 
the press was at one time in the St. 
I*ouis Republic office, later transfer­ 
red to James Lusk and by him used 
to print the Jefferson City Examiner 
and the state laws. 
It was of pecu­ 
liar construction, and bore the name 
of Seth Adams, Boston. 
The sheets were first placed on 
“points” on a wooden frisket, then 
delivered to a light iron frame, where 
strings or tapes held them in posi­ 
tion until moved over the typo forms. 
Here the bed of 
the 
press 
raised 
against a stationary platen, making 
the impression. 
It was a double-feed 
press—one man at each en I. 
The 
inking apparatus was 
its 
weakest 
point, as the only distribution was by 
the means of a “crab” roller, which 
traveled the entire length of those 
revolving in contact. 
It was disman­ 
tled about 1860, and it is my recol­ 
lection the press bed was used sev­ 
eral years ago by a Windsor (Alo.) 
paper as an imposing stone. 
James 
R. Bush, of the Calhoun (Alo.) Clari­ 
on, might furnish further details. 
The Democrat was a strong advo­ 
cate of the southern cause. 
John H. 
Leach, one of its proprietors, wan 
killed at the battle of Cole Camp# 
June. 1861. 
Thomas H. Alurray went 
south and *at the close of the war 
made his home in McKinney, Texas, 
where he died. 
Aiajor Aleans went to 
Illinois and it is my recollection died 
at Jerseyville. 
My first newspaper venture wras in 
June, 
1861, 
when at Warrensburg, 
Johnson county, Mo., and in copart­ 
nership with John B. Wolfe (possibly 
now at California, Mo.) the Missouri 
State Sentinel was launched. 
The 
great civil war was soon on, and with 
the stoppage of mall 
service 
and 
freight transportation, only four is­ 
sues were made. 
James M. P atter­ 
son, now of the Marshall (Mo.) Dem- 
ocrat-News, was our foreman. 
From 
the fall of 1863 to tile spring of 1864 
T was a compositor in the Lebanon 
(Mo.) Union office. John T. Hubbard,

Both gentlemen later became 
conspicuous in politics, and at that 
early day Air.

Receiving 
fife In this degree is not called resur­ 
rection in tit# Billie. 
Note in John 
5:25. 28,’ 2t» that all iu tile graves are to 
come forth to n resurrection, i. e., that 
their resurrection will come after they 
are out of the graves. The resurrec­ 
tion by judgm ents (the correct transit! 
Hon instead of damnation) will l*e a

case there were unusual quantities, so 
much that the hired man c ould not pull 
them up. 
When* the harvest won Id 
(*oaie they would separate the tares 
from the wheat and burn them as 
usual that there would be no danger 
of scattering the weed. 
This story 
was used by our Lord to represent the 
condition of the Christian church for 
tile last eighteen hundred rears. Then* 
have been many Imitation Christians 
made by the doctrines scattered by the 
adversary. 
All true Christians have 
been drawn of the Father (John 6:44* 
by the power of love: never by fear. 
<4od hath not given us the spirit of 
fear. but * * • of love and of a sound 
mind” (Timothy 1:7).

constitutionalists.

tion to the Kingdom, and declaring 
that with this will come the inheri­ 
tance of all the earth, with power t0 
subject all things to the Father’s will. 
He was to have it for the mere re­ 
quest—“Ask of Me.” 
As a m atter of 
fact, this wrorld-wide dominion has 
not yet come to M essiah; the heathen 
are not yet His inheritance; the ut­ 
term ost parts of the earth are not 
yet His possession. 
Indeed, as the 
Prophet declares,

heathen.” 
When we remember our Redeem­ 
er's love for the race, the love which 
led Him to lay down Hi* life to seek 
and to recover th at which was lost.

We are astonished that He 
hag permitted the prince of darkness 
to exist for more than eighteen cen­ 
turies since He suffered, “the Just 
""“for the unjust, that He might bring 
us in God.”

Nearly alt Chris­ 
tian people have had their experience 
with such ignorance; and w*e are glad 
to suppose that the Heavenly Father 
laid not the sin of such presumption 
to our charge, but rather, sympatheti­ 
cally appreciated our interest in the 
heathen, although He m ust have de- 
Itrecated our lack of reverence, our 
headiness, our high-minded assump­ 
tion of more than infinite wisdom! 
We are not saying a word against 
missions—home or foreign. 
Quite to 
the contrary, we believe that every 
Christian should labor with heart and 
hand to do all in his power to glorify 
the Father and the Redeemer, and to 
enlighten his fellow’-men respecting 
the Cross of Christ, and the byssin gs 
which it secures. But while willingly, 
gladly serving the Divine Cause, “in­ 
stant in season and out of season, 
we 
should 
“learn to labor and to 
wait.” 
We should lAafto th at the 
laboring under present conditions bs 
arranged chiefly for our benefit—for 
the development in the minds of the 
Royal Priesthood of the sacrificing 
qualities and the graces of the Holy 
Spirit—meekness.

Hence, faith, long-suffering, brother­ 
ly kindness, love.

Let us be sure, dear friends, that 
any theory of ours respecting the

energy or superior love on our part, 
as compared with that of our Heaven­ 
ly Father and our Redeemer m ust be 
wrong.

efforts were blocked by the influen­ 
tial members of the organization, ac­ 
cording to 
an 
interview yesterday 
with James A. Smith, formerly build­ 
ing commissioner. 
Monday morning 
the building burned and at lehst thir­ 
ty lives were lost. 
Mr. Smith said yesterday that he 
. 
refused to approve the southwest fire 
escape because it ran directly across 
the w indows. “I held,” he said, “that 
in case of fire flames bursting from 
the windows would cut off escape. 
That is exactly what happened.” 
Smith said after personally inspect­ 
ing the club house he ordered the 
board of governors to put in two fire 
j 
stairways; 
“The 
governors 
objected/* Smith 
said, “saying that to do so would ruin 
their lobby. 
So I cited them into 
court. 
The club had good friends at 
court and the judge was inclined to 
compromise. After interminable vvran- 
V gling I succeeded in getting tho club 
tc put in a proper fire stairway, In­ 
closed iu co n cile, with correct ffre 
doors on each x\fcr. 
“I found the egresses into one of 
the fire escapes opened into b ef, 
rooms. 
I ordered the doors of these 
rooms taken off, so that the escape, 
such as it was, 
might 
easily 
be 
reached in case of fire. 
“I* fought this case for three years. 
I was harassed at every step with 
changes, of venue, continuances and 
compromises.’* 
Ed Bornmueller, secretary of (lie 
club, said the members often had dis­ 
cussed the danger of fire.-' 
“Still, we could not jump into the 
* 
street,” he said. 
“We had to stay 
somewhere and we anticipated no 
such tragedy. The building was pro­ 
vided with enough fire escapes, we 
thought, as well as hose reels, fire 
buckets and extinguishers on every 
floor.” 
Norton Newcomb, president of the 
Missouri Athletic club, said; . 
“Wo always have 
complied 
with 
tho orders of the building and fire 
departments, lf there has been dere­ 
liction of duty, I feel it is the fault of 
the inspectors.” 
Fire Chief Swing ley said yesterday 
that 
six 
or 
seven mouths ago he 
warned the management of the Mis- 
t-ouri Athletic club 
that 
the 
club 
building was not safe for sleeping 
quarters. 
**I found conditions particularly bad 
on tho three upper floors.” said the 
chief.. “The building was not con­ 
structed for hotel purposes, but for 
a business house. 
It had been con- 
converted into a hotel by dividing th* 
upper floors into rooms for sleeping 
purposes . Tho walls of the rooms 
were built of tongue 
and 
grooved 
lumber, which attracts, instead of re­ 
sisting flames. 
There was no im­ 
provement that I could suggest. The 
only xray to do away with the b a n d ­ 
ing was to discontinue using it for 
hotel p^rpos^s. 
The building had 
no sprinkler system.
